No. 364 is a second gen- 
eration cable wrapping that 
combines the best charac- 
teristics of aluminum foil 
and glass-cloth tapes. 

Coated with a silicone 
adhesive, it spiral -wraps 
smoothly without cracking 
and is easily applied to 
compound surfaces. It has 
excellent solar energy re- 
flectance, tested at more 
than 85 percent, and tests 
also indicate an extremely 
low propensity for develop- 
ing static charge, so it does 
not present an electrostatic 
hazard.
